useful bit of food from either 

the human or animal point of 
view. A study of its analysis in com- 
parison with other foods will show that 
it is low in mineral matter and low in 
fiber. The first must be overcome by 
proper combination with other foods in 
order that the proper mineral elements 
may be found in the ration. The fact that 
corn is low in fiber is a very useful 
thing in that this is one of the principal 
factors that give corn its great value as 
a food for hogs. The upper limit of fiber 
in an ideal ration for hogs seems to be 
about 6 per cent although hogs can 
handle a ration with 10 per cent fiber but 
they will not do so well. 

Corn is low in protein and the proteins 
need to be supplemented with feeds from 
other sources and of course corn grain 
must be supplemented by foods in the 
ration from the leafy portions of plants 
which are derived from the roughage 
parts of the ration. The palatability of 
corn and its great amount of easily di- 
gestible carbohydrates (starch) give it its 
high place among all of our grain feeds. 

JA Modern Corn Mill 

In milling the corn kernel is divided 
into the hard and soft starch, the bran 
and the germ. The process of corn mill- 
ing gives us the following feeds.

In the modern milling of corn as compared with a few 
years ago one of the great differences is the recovery of 
corn oil. Corn oil is now used in large quantities and 
brings 15 to 20 cents per pound wholesale where before 
the war it brought only 3 to 4. The corn miller cannot af- 
ford to grind his corn to cracked corn or corn meal for 
feed the way he did. He must recover this oil. Therefore, 
our modern corn mills are putting in machinery for de- 
germinating the corn to get out the oil. The oil in corn is 
found principally in the germ. If the germs are entirely

separated from the kernel it will be 

found that they are about fifty per- 

cent oil. 

In the modern corn mill the de- 
germinating process is not as complete 
as in the starch and glucose factories be- 
cause the degerminating process that is 
used is practically dry and does not get 
out the germs so well. This wet process 
of degerminating corn will be described 
more fully when we come to discuss the 
manufacture of gluten feed. 

Of course in modern milling a large 
amount of corn is made into straight 
cracked corn and corn meal for feeding 
but for table meal, for grits and for 
poultry feed only the hard starch is de- 
sired and consequently the corn for these 
purposes is first degerminated and the 
germs used for the manufacture of oil. 

The corn to be degerminated is first 
tempered, that is, a small amount of wa- 
ter is added and steam turned into it 
which heats the corn up and brings the 
moisture content up to about 20 per cent. 
This tempered corn is then cracked by a 
special mill called a Beall Mill. This mill 
breaks the corn up in such a way that 
the germs come out by-themselves to a 
large extent and may be separated for the 
oil presses. The soft starch can be sep- 
arated out and the bran. The soft starch 
and the bran go to make a part of the 
hominy feed. The hard starchy portions of the kernels are 
used for different purposes. They may be polished up and 
all the fine stuff separated off and the finished shined ma- 
terial used for hominy grits. The waste goes into hominy 
feed. Or this shined material may be used in poultry 
feed or be reduced to a finer meal for human consumption. 
In any case the waste material separated out goes into 
hominy feed. 

The corn germs go to rotary presses which take out 
the corn oil. The material left is called corn germ oil meal. 
This is ground and goes into the hominy feed. 

Hominy Feed. 

Thus it is seen that in the modern mill hominy feed 
arises from the (1) corn bran, (2) the soft starch portions 
of the corn kernel, (3) the waste from the screening, polish- 
ing and further grinding of the hard starch portion in the 
manufacture of fancy cracked corn, grits, table corn meal 
and all of these modern. products, and (4) the residue of 
the germs after the oil is pressed out. 

All of the by-products are ground up into the uniform 
product which we know as hominy feed. Hominy feed is 
mostly white because more white corn is milled for table 
products. Yellow hominy feed arises in the same way 
when yellow corn-is milled. Modern hominy feed is a little 
poorer in feeding value than that of even a few years ago, 
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because formerly the corn oil was not extracted from 
the germ and consequently hominy feed contained more 
fat than it does now. The analysis of hominy given in the 
table above is probably too high in fat. Hominy feed is 
one of the very best of our feeds as is shown in the table. 
It contains more protein than corn meal and the amount 
of total digestible nutrients is just a little greater than 
the amount in corn meal. It is lighter than corn meal and 
therefore more desirable for feeding dairy cattle. In all 
tests so far as the writer is aware, hominy feed has shown 
up as well as corn meal both for hogs and for cattle. It 
will keep better in storage; probably because it is some- 
what drier and somewhat lighter. Hominy feed will store 
all right in bulk where it is not wise to store corn meal in 
this way. The official definition for hominy feed is as 
follows: “ Hominy feed, hominy meal or hominy chops is 
the kiln-dried mixture of the mill run bran coating, the mill 
run germ, with or without a partial extraction of the oil 
and a part of the starchy portion of the white corn ker 
nel obtained in the manufacture of hominy, hominy grits 
and corn meal by the degerminating process.” The official 
definition for yellow hominy feed is exactly the same as 
that for hominy feed except that it is made from yellow 
corn instead of white corn. 


Corn Feed Meal. 

The official definition for corn feed meal is as follows: 
“Corn feed meal is the by-product obtained in the manu- 
facture of cracked corn with or without aspiration pro- 
ducts added to the siftings and is also the by-product 
obtained in the manufacture of table meal from the whole 
grain by the non-degerminating process.” By comparing 
this definition of corn feed meal with the definition of 
hominy feed given just above it will be noticed that there 
is practically no difference with the exception that corn 
feed meal would contain all of the germs without any of 
the oil having been taken out. Therefore, pound for pound 
it will be seen that corn feed meal should be somewhat 
more valuable for feeding than hominy. It will be noted 
in the table that I have given exactly the same analysis 
for corn feed meal and hominy feed. In the last edition 
of Henry’s “Feeds and Feeding” there is no analysis given 
for corn feed meal. Corn feed meal is practically always 
yellow because it is in the main the by-product obtained 
in the manufacture of cracked corn and yellow table meal. 
Both hominy and corn feed meal in my estimation are 
better for feeding dairy cows than straight corn meal. The 
writer has also felt that the modern table meal that we 
buy in our grocery stores is a very poor product for human 
consumption. Manufacturers have refined it to such an 
extent in order to make it look better that it has lost a 
great deal of the substance which makes the old fashioned 
water ground meal and of greater nutritive value. What 
human befngs have lost in the modern table meals our 
animals have gained in corn feed meal and hominy. 


Corn Bran 

Corn bran is not found on the market to any great ex- 
tent. As will be noted by consulting the table corn bran is 
an excellent light feed. It does not have as much diges- 
tible protein as wheat bran but the total digestible nutri- 
ents in one ton of corn bran are about 200 lbs. greater than 
in wheat bran. Corn bran used in a ration having plenty 
of protein from other sources is a most excellent feed. 

Corn Germ Oil Meal 

Very little corn germ oil meal appears on the market. 
Practically all of that corn germ meal which arises from 
corn mills which extract the oil from the germ in the 
ordinary milling process, run all of this corn germ meal 
into the hominy so that the only corn germ oil meal that 
we have on the market as such comes from the glucose 
process which is explained a little later. Mixed feed manu- 
facturers know the value of corn germ oil meal consequent- 
ly in the Eastern portion of the United States particularly 
it is carried by very few feed dealers. It is an excellent 
medium protein feed having fully the value of gluten feed, 
although it does not run quite so high in protein as gluten. 
Experiments at the Iowa Experiment Station have found it 
a very fine supplemental feed for hogs. It has been found 
there that corn germ oil meal can be used to save a part 
of the tankage which it has been thought necessary to 
feed with corn to supplement the corn. 

Corn meal, corn and cob meal and cracked corn do 
not need any particular discussion. These are the straight 
corn products of the corn kernel and all of us are very 
familiar with them already. 

Gluten Meal and Gluten Feed 

A very large amount of corn is ground up each year 

for the manufacture of starch and glucose sugar. In this 
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case the corn is first steeped in a s i 
sulphur dioxide. The wet corn is rtnatggacdh oh pi 
special mill called a Foos Mill which breaks up all by : 
corn kernel except the corn germ. This grinding . a 
corn kernel into such condition that the corn i. fh 
separated out in an unbroken condition. The poe Ko 
then dried, warmed and the oil pressed out of them ‘_ 
leaves behind corn germ meal which is marketed as : 
from the glucose and starch manufacturing plants — 
That part of the corn kernel that remains after th 
germ is taken out is subjected to several separations whi h 
yield corn bran, starch and gluten meal. The starch 
refined into several different brands of commercial sta h 
or the starch is changed into several different grades of 
sugar. The official definition for gluten meal is “Con 
gluten meal is that part of commercial shelled corn that 
remains after the separation of the larger part of the 


Starch, the germ and the bran, by the processes employed in 


the manufacture of cornstarch and glucose. It may or 
may not contain corn solubles.” Some gluten meal is sold 
as such and if one will study the definition closely and will 
stop to realize what has happened to the corn kernel he 
will see what kind of a product is left in gluten meal. The 
corn bran is gone, most of the starch is gone, the germs are 
gone, therefore, gluten meal must be very high in protein 

Gluten feed is gluten meal mixed with the corn bran 
and the material which is dried out from the “steep” wa- 
ter that the corn was originally steeped in before grinding 
The official definition of gluten feed is “Corn gluten feed 
is that portion of commercial shelled corn that remains 
after the separation of the larger part of the starch and the 
germs by the processes employed in the manufacture of 
cornstarch and glucose. It may or may not contain corn 
solubles.” In order to bring out the differences, the fol- 
lowing analyses are given.

This table clearly shows how the addition of the corn 
bran to the gluten meal gives gluten feed. Comparison 
with the first table in the paper shows the differences be- 
tween the corn milling processes and the glucose starch 
processes, and therefore, the difference between hominy 
feed and gluten feed. Gluten feed has more protein and 
less carbohydrates and less fat because in the machine 
practically dry milling of the corn mill more starch is left 
in the by-product but a great deal of the protein goes into 
the main products. More fat is found in the hominy feed 
because in the first place all of the germs are not separ- 
ated out and in the second place the germ oil meal goes 
back into the hominy feed. In the wet processes which give 
rise to gluten feed a very large proportion of both the 
hard and soft starch goes into the main product but all 
of the gluten or protein is left behind in the by-product. 
None of the germ is left in the by-product consequently 
gluten feed is high in protein but only medium in car- 
bodydrates and low in fat. However, so closely do these 
differences offset each other that the amount of total diges- 
tible nutrients in one ton of hominy, 1692 pounds, is only 
slightly larger than the amount of total digestible nu- 
trients in one ton of gluten feed, 1614 pounds. The amount 
given for the hominy is probably too high because most of 
the analyses for hominy given in “Feeds and Feeding,” 
from which these analyses are quoted, are for hominy 
containing all the germ without the extraction of the oil. 
Gluten feed is one of the very finest of the high protein 
feeds just as hominy is the ideal low protein feed for 
milk production. 

Distillers’ Dried Grains. 

This feed is practically gone. Dairymen will gain 
from prohibition particularly if they all hold together 
and boom milk as the great natural health drink but they 
have lost one of the best high protein feeds. Little space 
will be taken here for discussion of distillers’ dried 
grains but it is of interest to mention them because of the 
principles in their manufacture. In manufacturing alcohol 
from corn nothing is taken out except the starch so that 
in distillers’ grains we have left the corn bran the gluten 
or protein and all the germ. Therefore, distillers’ dried

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The Men Who Won the Money 


HE official prize list published by Superintendent 

Gardner shows that the Association prize money for 

the year 1918-19 was divided among 279 breeders, and 
that for one reason or another no less than 33 different 
firms appear on the prize list without receiving any of 
the prize money. These 33 are mostly State Agricultural 
Colleges, who are not entitled to a share in the prize 
money if the records are made under the supervision of 
their own men. It also includes certain individual members 
of some firms that won considerable prize money, such as 
Geo. Abbott of the firm of Abbott and Clark, Cortland, N. 
y., and others. 

For the first time since 1914-15 an eastern breeder 
stands at the head of the list. This breeder is H. F. duPont, 
proprietor of Winterthur Farms, at Winterthur, Del. Not 
only does Winterthur Farms win the largest amount of 
money, $492, but that name appears on the prize list 52 
times, which is a larger number than any other name on 
the list. Winterthur Farms was debarred from prize money 
by the limitations rule, which provides that no breeder 
shall win more than three prizes for fat and three prizes 
for milk in any one prize division, no less than 24 times. 
Other breeders who won over $400 were the F. F. Field 
Holstein Co. with $477.75, Pabst Stock Farm with $425 and 
J. M. Hackney with $416. Five other firms won over 
$300 and 11 won from $200 to $300. 

Among the first 12 names on the list we find 6 that 
have not appeared so high on the list during the last four 
years previous to 1918-19. These are Winterthur Farms, 
Fred F. Field Holstein Co., Ralph King, Hargrove and 
Arnold, Pontiac State Hospital and Lothian-Riverode Stock 
Farms. Others of the first 12 include Pabst Stock Farm, 
Daisy Hill Farms and Nathan Dickinson & Son, who have 
each appeared once before in the last five years in the first 
12; J. M. Hackney who has headed the list for the past two 
years previous to 1918-19. A. W. Morris & Sons Corpor- 
ation and E. C. Schroeder who has every year for the past 
five years appeared among the first 12. 

The 312 breeders appearing on the list come from 41 
different states and three provinces of Canada. The Em- 
pire state leads with 58 breeders, second place being shared 
by Minnesota and Michigan with 25 breeders each. Wis- 
consin is a good fourth with 24, closely followed by Cali- 
fornia with 23 and Ohio with 21 breeders.

1. Traverse Colantha Walker—This 
remarkable heifer is one of the world’s 
champions which appeared during 
the past testing season. Her seven 
day record as a senior two-year-old of 
30.77 lbs. won second prize for the 
year 1918-19 and stands seventh in 
the world. Her thirty day record, 
however, of 125.34 lbs. is a world’s 
record by a margin of almost five 
pounds, displacing Von Heim Mary 
Hartog, the Washington heifer with 
120.48 lbs. She is a daughter of 
Admiral Walker Colantha, who is a 
son of King Colantha Clothilde out of 
the great transmitting 31-lb. cow, Mary 
Walker Pietertje. Her dam, Traverse 
Princess Inka, is one of the breed’s 
greatest producers, having a record of 
close to 30 lbs. in seven days and over 
940 lbs. in a year. She was bred and 
is owned by Traverse City State 
Hospital, Traverse City, Mich. 





2. One of Michigan’s great producers 
is Clover Farm Mercena Segis with a 
junior four-year-old record of 32.66 lbs. 
butter in seven days and 128.82 lbs. in 
thirty days. She was first tested by M. 
W. Willard and Sons, Grand Rapids, 
Mich., who made a 19-lb. two-year-old 
record on her, and then a junior three- 
year-old record of 30.28 lIbs., the latter 
a state record at the time it was 
made. She was then put in the Wor- 
cester sale and sold to Quentin McAd- 
am, of Utica, N. Y., who resold her 
in the Columbus Sale to D. D. Aitken, 
Flint, Mich. President Aitken made 
her 32-lb. 4-year-old record shortly af- 
ter purchasing her, and a year later 
at full age she made her third 30-lb. 
record—32.36 lb. from 646.9 lb. milk. 

She is a daughter of King Segis 
Beets, Inka De Kol Lad, who is one 
of the best transmitting sons of the 
great King Segis. Her dam, who has 
a 22-lb. two-year-old record, is a daugh- 
ter of Johan Hengerveld Lad. 





3. Rubertdale Flint Ferndale Aag- 
gie—This splendiaé young cow has re- 
cently made a senior three-year-old 
record of 28.15 lbs. butter from 498.8 
lbs. milk.

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The Importance of Official Records 


HE greatest asset of the Holstein breed today, aside 
perhaps from its ability to produce, is the great 
mass of official records already on the books. These 
records furnish not only a basis for prices, but are of funda- 
mental importance in selection for constructive breeding, 
and in addition provide the ammunition for the publicity 
that is instrumental in making so many new converts to 
the breed. For these reasons, if for no other, every breeder 
has a direct and vital interest in maintaining the integrity 
of those records, and in seeing to it that his own records 
as well as those of the other fellow are kept above the 
shadow of possible question. In the last analysis the value 
of these records lies in their public acceptance as ab- 
solutely authentic. If the time should ever come when 
there was even a reasonable doubt about the honesty of 
any considerable number of our records, the breed as a 
whole and selling prices as well would most certainly take 
a terrible toboggan, and the most of us would get into 
some other line of work. Happily under the system of 
supervision that has always been a part of our Advanced 
Registry work the man with the desire to put something 
over has been working against odds that in the very 
great majority of instances have caused his undoing. The 
general knowledge of these conditions has resulted in 
a negligible amount of effort to put anything over, and a 
practically unanimous acceptance by the public of the 
records of all breeds no matter how phenomenal they may 
be. 

The prizes offered each year by our National Association 
for the best yields of milk and fat are a substantial testi- 
monial to the importance of continued and consistent de- 
velopment, and the value of this work to the industry. 
We are accordingly particularly pleased to pay special 
respect to the men who have carried the burden of Hol- 
stein development during the past year—the men who have 
been most successful in advancing the Holstein cause 
by bringing out the records that have proven beyond 
doubt that the breed is advancing.

The Big Thirst Almost Here 


HE “big thirst,” as it is popularly known is almost 
7 upon us. The saloons and their stock in trade are 

going out. A large number of our good citizens are 
about to revise their drinking habits, and even a casual 
inspection of the bill boards and magazine advertisements 
shows that suggestions for substitutes are not lacking. 
Most of the brewers are planning to go right on with 
cereal drinks that will be reminders of beer in appearance 
at least. Products of the vineyard and orchard in attrac- 
tive and unfermented form are receiving much publicity. 
And during the whole of this great period of opportunity, 
when new drink-habits are in the making, the biggest in- 
dustry of all—the dairy industry— with a product un- 
equalled for merit and selling points, backed by the great- 
est resources of them all—has done nothing to further the 
cause of milk as the national food-drink, and so far as 
we can learn is not taking any aggressive steps to get 
organized for such a campaign. It is a job big enough for 
the best brains and ability in this country. It calls for 
the organization of a large unwieldy body of men who are 
still in the primary class in the matter of cooperation. 
Where is the National Dairy Council in this emergency? 
It would seem that the dairy industry is entitled to some 
signs of life from it, other than a discussion of ways to 
organize itself. Through failure to get definite action 
started months ago we are missing the great opportunity 
of a life-time. The next best thing is to start now. We 
suggest as an aid in getting action that every reader of 
the World write a personal letter to Secretary W. E. 
Skinner, National Dairy Council, Chicago, IIl., pledging your 
personal support and requesting immediate and vigorous 
action.

THE TEN-MONTHS SEMI-OFFICIAL TEST 
AMENDMENT 

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: ; 

§ most owners of Holstein-Friesian cows now in 
A long-time test know, an amendment to the rules 

covering the ten-months test was adopted at the 
Annual Meeting in Philadelphia. This amendment is to 
the effect that a cow to be eligible to entry in the ten- 
months division, in addition to meeting the required pro- 
duction in butter-fat for that division, must produce a calf 
within not to exceed fourteen months from the date of 
birth of the previous calf. I do not believe in the using 
of any more red tape than is necessary to conserve the 
value of our records; and there is no intention of putting 
Holstein-Friesian breeders entering cows in the ten-months 
test to any more trouble than is necessary. In carrying out 
the amendment the procedure will be as follows: 

At the close of any long-time test not exceeding 305 days 
in length, provided a cow has met the requirement in 
putter-fat, a form will be sent to the owner of the cow, 
in order that when the cow again freshens he may make 
a calving statement to be placed on file in the Advanced 
Registry Office, with a duplicate of the statement, furnished 
by the Supt. of A. R., placed on file in the Secretary’s 
office. On the supposition that the cow’s name was Jane 
Doe and the bull’s name Richard Roe, with suppositious 
dates and the calf a heifer, the statement will read like 
this: 

This is to certify that the cow Jane Doe freshened on 
March 4, 1919, and begun her ten-months test on March 
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and gave birth to a heifer calf on April 10, 1920. Thus, by 
producing two calves with an interval not exceeding four- 
teen months between them, Jane Doe complies with the 
calving requirement for entry in the Holstein-Friesian Ad- 
vanced Register in the ten-months division. 

The form sent to the owner of the cow is to be held by 
him until the cow freshens at which time the form is to 
be filled out, signed, and sent to the Advanced Registry 
office. On receipt of the form properly filled out and 
signed. the test will be accepted for entry in the ten-months 
division, and the A. R. Certificates covering that division 
issued and sent to the owner. 

No choice between the ten-months and yearly divisions 
need be made by the owner when starting a cow on long- 
time test; and should any cow which the owner intends to 
make a ten-months test fail to conceive so as to freshen 
within the required time, or abort, such cow may continue 
the test and be entered in the yearly division. Thus, should 
his plans miscarry the owner will not lose the test. 

The adoption of this amendment wholly separates the 
long-time ten-months tests from the yearly tests, so that 
the ten-months tests will constitute a wholly separate divi- 
sion in the Advanced Register Year Book. Gradually an 
entirely new set of leaders in the ten-months division will 
be built up; while the ten-months productions heretofore 
credited to cows in yearly test will be dropped. 

I trust that the adoption of the amendment will so 
popularize the ten-months test that our breeders will great- 
ly increase the number of cows on long-time test; for this 
amendment eliminates competition between breeders who 
may work for large production without regard to the calf, 
and those who desire large production with calves not too 
far apart. The interest in the long-time semi-official test 
is constantly increasing; for our breeders appreciate the 
many advantages to be gained from this form of testing. I 
shall be glad to have breeders interested but having no 
experience in long time testing write me. The Advanced 
Registry Office is always glad to help.

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KING KORNDYKE SADIE VALE 
DEAD 


It has been known in rather a 
limited way for the past two months 
that the great sire, King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale, was suffering from an 
ailment from which it was doubted 
that he would ever recover and word 
now reaches the office that he suc- 
cumbed about ten days ago, he being 
owned at the time of his death by W. 
D. Robens of Poland, N. Y. and Abbott 
& Clark of Cortland, N. Y., the latter 
gentlemen having purchased the Mc- 
Adam interest in him only a few days 
previous to his affliction. The loss of 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale removes 
from the breed one of the most popu- 
lar and best known sires of his age. 
The rise of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
during the past three years has been 
nothing short of sensational. Al. 
though the performance of his daugh- 
ters might be expected from a sire 
with such a pedigree like that of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale, nevertheless it 
is doubtful if their performance has 
not even surpassed expectations. Up 
to the present time, six of his daugh- 
ters have*made over 30 lbs. in 7 days; 
18 of his daughters have made better 
than 20 ‘lbs. as two-year-olds, two- 
thirds of them being in their junior 
form, and showing an average produc- 
tion of 23.65 lbs. He was the one and 
only sire of the breed having a 40-lb. 
dam, a 40-lb. daughter and a 40-lb. sis- 
ter. He was also widely famous as 
the sire of the youngest 29-lb. cow of 
the breed. The get of King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale have commanded quite sen- 
sational prices in the public sale ring, 
one of his sons selling for $12,000 and 
one of his unbred daughters for $6,100. 
The death of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale leaves only the famous sire, Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld, who is now past 
15 years of age, in service in the 
Pleasant Hill herd of W. D. Robens, 
and his death has forced Abbott & 
Clark to secure an interest in Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, an account of which 
is given elsewhere in this issue.

MORE DAIRY CATTLE FOR TEXAS 


We learn that no less than 3,000 
head of Holstein cattle have recently 
been sent to Texas by breeders from 
Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin and Indiana. 
The cattle were selected by agents of 
the Missouri-Kansas and Texas Rail- 
road in co-operation with the Depart- 
ment of Extension of the Texas State 
Agricultural and Mechanical College. 
They are being distributed among the 
farmers of Texas, and arrangements 
have been made with the banks where- 
by the farmers can borrow sufficient 
funds to purchase any number of these 
cattle. 

The reason for this importation is 
the shortage of milk in Texas, which 
has caused the price of milk to be 
advanced to as high as 20c or 25c in 
some sections. It is believed that the 
addition of a large number of Hol- 
steins to various Texas herds. will 
raise the supply of milk sufficiently to 
bring the price down to the level ot 
other communities. 

‘Texas is considered to be one of the 
best states in the Union for dairying 
as the climate and soil are well suited 
to dairy cattle. Holsteins have been 
distributed in eight different counties, 
and other shipments are now in pro- 
cess.

LEAGUE SELLS JULY MILK FOR 
$3.01 


League milk for July has been 
sold for $3.01 per hundred pounds for 
3 per cent. milk. This is the base 
price at 200 miles from New: York. 
The usual freight and butterfat differ- 
entials apply. The price obtained by 
the price plan which has been in 
operation between the producers and 
the dealers since April 1st. During 
the months of April, May and June 
an arbitrary deduction of 15 cents was 
made because of large amount of milk 
produced in these months. But accord- 
ing to the plan no deductions are made 
except for these three months, and 
arbitrary additions are made in other 
months to allow for the cost of pro- 
duction. This addition for the Ju'y 
price is 16 cents a hundred. 

There is very little time in the yea 
when farmers do not have to feed 
grain to supplement the pasture. The 
least grain is fed during the months of 
June, but in July when the pastures be 
come dry and _ burnt, considerable 
quantities of grain have to be fed. 
There has been a gradual but almost 
steady advance in prices of feed dur- 
ing the past year, and at the present 
time the price is the highest in the 
history of the industry with prospects 
that it will keep on increasing. The 
price of hay also has reached the 
record mark.

LACK OF ICE CAUSES MUCH 
DAMAGE 


The dealers, the railroads and the 
farmers are having all kinds of trouble 
in cooling and preserving the milk 
owing to the great shortage of ice. 
The open winter made it impossible in 
many sections to put in an adequate 
supply, and there are many farmers 
and dealers who have no ice. This 
makes it necessary to cool the milk 
by water which is on some farms al- 
most an impossible task. The result 
is that thousands of cans of milk are 
being refused at the stations because 
the farmers are unable to get it to the 
stations at the temperature required 
by the Board of Health. 

Even if the milk reaches the station 
in good shape, the dealers and the 
railroads are also short of ice, and 
there is a tremendous loss with sour 
milk when it reaches the city. Farmers 
are helping the situation some by tak- 
ing extreme sanitary precautions and 


by getting the milk into cold water 


as soon as it is drawn from the cow, 

so that the bacteria in the milk which 

helps to sour it is kept at a minimum 
Dairymen’s League, Inc.

American 
dailies would Appear less ridiculous to 
country readers and serve a purpose 
of increasing imporance to the nation, 
by adopting the British ideal of au- 
thoritative, accurate, painstaking, re- 
sponsible daily journalism in all its 
legitimate ramifications. Until they do, 
country readers of the city dailies in 
America will regard them as irrespon- 
sible and unreliable. A farmer who 
finds banal agricultural fiction and in- 
voluntary humor published as fact in 
a daily that he happens to read will 
quite logically assume that everything 
else in it is equally trustworthy. 

Meantime in metropolitan news- 
paper offices steers breed “bulls” only.

A “BETTER BULL” CAMPAIGN 


Ontario is to have a “better pull” 
campaign. Surveys conducted by 
the Ontario Agricultural College on 
hundreds of farms prove that the in. 
crease in milk production, due to the 
better producing blood in the herd 
through pure bred sires, was sufficient 
to increase the profit per cow from $22 
to $42 a year over cost of feed. With 
these facts before them and with a 
recent estimate by the district repre- 
sentatives over the Province as to the 
percentage of pure bred sires in use, 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture in conjunction with the Live. 
Stock Association are inaugurating 
a “better bull” campaign over the 
Province with the purpose of elimin- 
ating in so far as possible the use 
of the “scrub bull”, that is so pre- 
valent in some districts. 

At a meeting of the Ontario Live 
Stock Association, in conjunction 
with the Department of Agriculture 
and the representatives of the agri- 
cultural press, the outlines of this 
campaign were recently discussed. 
It has shown that pure bred sires 
are used in only about 40 per 
cent. of the herds of the Province. 
In one instance the average was as 
low as 90 per cent. of grade sires. If 
similar improvement, such as has 
been indicated in the surveys of Ox- 
ford and Dundas counties, can be 
secured for the rest of the Province, 
it will mean _ increased profits 
amounting to millions of dollars an- 
nually to the farmers of Ontario. The 
scheme should therefore receive the 
closest co-operation of farmers in 
general. 

To secure definite information re- 
garding conditions throughout the 
entire province a census of the num- 
ber of registered bulls in each county 
and the number of grade bulls will 
be taken during the next few weeks 
by the district representatives This 
information will furnish the basis for 
beginning the work. It is just possible 
that the efforts of the Live-Stock 
Association in conjunction with the 
Department will be confined to one 
or two counties at the beginning. In

Glover Brings Message 


President Hans Anderson of the County Association 
presided. He introduced A. J. Glover, editor of Hoard’s 
Dairyman, who spoke in behalf of the Wisconsin Dairy 
Council. Mr. Glover sought, first, to impress on his audi- 
ence something of the food value of milk, and, second, awak- 
en the milkers of cows and the producers of this best of 
all foods to the importance of carrying on a campaign of 
information and education on the merits of milk as a food 
product, thus creating a broader market for it. At his 
suggestion the Association authorized the appointment of 
a committee to be known as the Winnebago County Branch 
of the Wisconsin Dairy Council, consisting of the vice-presi- 
dent from each town and township in the county. 

A collection was taken and $62 added to the treasury 
of the Wisconsin Dairy Council. 


Prof. K. L. Hatch Speaks 


Prof. K. L. Hatch, of the College of Agriculture of 
the University of Wisconsin, discussed marketing condi- 
tions from a practical standpoint, and told his audience 
what they must produce if they would find a good market 
for their stock, emphasizing the fact that buyers want 
healthy cattle, good individuals, good producers and no 
scrubs. He favored the purebred bull campaign, the ac- 
credited herd, the semi-official test and the cow testing 
association. 

The Bull Sale 


The closing feature—the spectacular feature of the day 
—was the bull sale, with Archie Calder as sale manager, 
J. Weller of Ring as auctioneer and W. L. Baird of Wau- 
kesha as pedigree man. Brief addresses were made by 
Mr. Baird, who predicted that this was but the beginning 
of a long series of successful county sales, and by Prof T. G. 
Brown, instructor in agriculture, in the Oshkosh High 
School, who announced that the Winnebago County Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association would offer premiums on the 
bulls sold at this sale at the Winnebago County Fair this 
fall as follows: 1st premium, $15.00; 2d premium, $10.00; 
third premium, $5.00. It was further announced that the 
Winnebago County Fair Association would duplicate these 
premiums and that it was proposed to have so many Hol- 
steins at the county fair that it would be a veritable black 
and. white show. 

Twenty-one bull calves were sent through the ring for 
$2,535, or an average of $120. The sale was topped by a 
calf consigned by J. M. Eagan of Omro, and which went to 
A. B. Treleven of the same place at $240. Four passed the 
$200 mark while a fifth barely missed it. All went to 
Winnebago county farmers but one—Fred Sonnberg, Van 
Dyne, Fond du Lac County, secured a good calf consigned 
by R. J. Winkler at $195.

each county will be formed a com- 
mittee of farmers who have the in- 
terests of their country at heart in 
the promotion of a better class of 
stock of every kind of beef cattle, 
dairy cattle and horses. It is pro- 
posed to secure pure bred sires and 
also to distribute them in conjunc- 
tion with this committee. The work 
of distribution will be directly in 
charge of R. W. Wade, Secretary oi 
the Ontario Provincial Winter Fair. 
The Department will only act as a 
distributing medium and will not 
purchase the sires outright. The 
buyer of a sire will be actually se- 
curing it from the _ breeder, but 
through the medium of the Distribu- 
tion Department under R. W. Wade. 
Payment for these sires will be 
through Prof. Wade’s Department 
but only on behalf of the purchaser. 

The educational part of the work 
will be in charge of Professor Wade 
Toole, of the Ontario Agricultural 
College and will follow several dis- 
tinct lines—circular directed to the 
farm homes and items of interest 
through the local weeklies and 
through the agricultural press. An 
educational campaign will also be 
conducted outlining explicitly the 
policy of the department in conjunc- 
tion with the Live-Stock Association 
and in bringing up concrete  in- 
stances from different parts of the 
province showing the actual cash 
increase in production through the 
use of pure bred sires of the best 
strain. 

That a decrease in the use of the 
number of poor bulls in this  prov- 
ince and their replacement by good 
pure bred sires will be of a tremen- 
dous advantage to Ontario farmers 


is indicated by the actual figures 
shown above in reference to _ the 
survey already made. In Dundas 


County the survey of a large num- 
ber of farms showed 148 grade sires 
in use as against 130 pure  breds. 
Oxford Gounty, which stands so 
high in the breeding world, has 140 
grades as against 162 pure breds. 
These figures alone show the _ op- 
portunity there is for improvement 
not only in these counties, but in 
many other sections of the Province, 
where pure breds are used to a much 
less extent. The plan of the Depart- 
ment in connection with the Live- 
Stock Association and in co-operation 
with farmers in general over On- 
tario is indeed a worthy one and 
should receive the fullest support 
from every farmer. The movement 
should go on until Ontario becomes 
known as the Province in which the 
scrub—be it in horses, cattle, sheep 
or swine—has no place.

He 
is a son of the great century sire, 
Colantha Johanna Lad (25 30-lb. daugh- 
ters) out of the first 34-lb. cow, Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline. 

Not only is the Williams bull a 
double grandson of Colantha Johanna 
Lad, but practically every one of his 
near dams is a producer of exceptional 
merit. The records of his full sister and 
his five nearest dams average 33.75 
lbs., and this average is the more re- 
markable when it is recalled that of 
the six records averaged, all except 
two were made in heifer form. The

As an outcross on this bull’s daugh- 
ters, they will use King Waldorf Pietje 
Echo, who is a two-year-oid sire of 
the richest possible Canadian breed- 
ing. He is a son of Mr. Hardy’s famous 
sire, Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, 
who, as we all know, is out of the 
world’s champion milk producer, May 
Echo Sylvia, and sired by a $15,000 
son of the first 44-lb. cow. It is unnec- 
essary to remind our readers that 
May Echo Sylvia is the only cow to 
produce over 1000 lbs. milk in a week, 
or over 950 lbs. in a week two differ- 
ent years. She is likewise the only 
cow to make five seven-day butter 
records above 33 lbs., or four above 
35 lbs. 

The dam’s side of the pedigree is 
almost equally good. The dam her- 
self, Lady Waldorf Pietje, has a four- 
year-old record of 36.3 lbs. butter and 
five-year record of 35.39 lbs., a three- 
year record of 32.12 lbs. and a two- 
year record of 25.36 lbs. Her three 
best milk records average just over 700 
lbs. each, while her four records (three 
of them in heifer form) average 657 
lbs. milk containing 32.3 lb. butter. 

She is a daughter of that remark- 
able sire, Prince Hengerveld Pietje, 
who now has no less than eight 30-lb. 
daughters of which three have records 
from 36 to 38 lbs. He is a son of Pie- 
tje 22d’s Woodcrest Lad out of a 33-lb. 
daughter of Hengerveld De Kol. The 
second dam of the Williams bull is 
Lady Waldorf De Kol, a 28-lb. cow 


There are very few herds in Wiscon- 
sin, or indeed anywhere in the world, 
that can boast of two better herd sires 
than these two at Fond du Lac.

One hundred and four cows and four 
pure bred bulls have been given their

this century. 

Milk and butter are badly needed in 
France, and the establishment of 
dairies through the importation of 
American cattle has been arranged by 
the French high commission. Dairy 
experts of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture selected the cows 
and bulls, and still another expert will 
accompany them across the ocean.

THE SALE OF WHOLE MILK 


In a world where more or less every- 
thing is wrong there is a difficulty 
in knowing where exactly to begin to 
set things right. There is hardly any 
department of human life where the 
rumblings of acute discontent are 
not heard. We are disposed to take a 
charitable view of the shortcomings 
of the state because everywhere peo- 
ple are calling upon it to act in a 
thousand directions simultaneously as 
if the state were God.

We remember 
being present at a meeting a few 
weeks ago where a roomful of people 
concentrated upon a patient citizen 
of the United States, urging upon him 
the innumerable things which they 
thought the president of his country 
should do in Ireland, Europe and the 
world generally. He said, at last: “It 
is not the conception which American 
citizens have of their president that 
he should take the place and duties of 
God Omnipotent in the world.” 

It was a _ chastening, sobering 
thought, and a great deal of worlu 
melancholy might be allayed if peo- 
ple would not make so much a fetish 
of the state, but had a higher concep- 
tion of their own possibilities as pri- 
vate citizens and human beings. To 
carry on the work of a nation proper- 
ly requires all the energies and 
thoughts of all the people in it, and 
the less people rely upon themselves 
and the more they rely upon the state 
the worse do things get, for they ask 
the state, whose officials are a decimal 
fraction of the people, to accomplish 
what can only be done by the whole 
people working at their own jobs. A» 
well might an army deputs its general 
staff, alone and unaided, to undertake 
warfare with an enemy army as for 
the people to expect the state to do 
everything and provide for every- 
thing. These wholesome if  unpala- 
table reflections have been present 
with us for many years, and the viviu- 
ness with which we realized their 
truth accounts for our strong bias in 
favor of personal, co-operative, or di- 
rect action in all things as against 
direct action through the state and 
the phalanx of political middlemen, 
who throng its antechambers, who se- 
cure audience of the state for sup- 
pliants, and who are paid for their 
services as intermediants in votes and 
cash. 

There is, of course. a svhere of ac- 
tion where the state alone can op- 
erate effectively. That we have never 
denied. There are also’ protlems 
which might be solved by the people 
for themselves, which need solution, 
and failing action by the people the 
state must inevitably intervene. One 
of these special problems is the milk 
supply. It is certain that if farmers 
and consumers do not solve, by cCo- 
operative or private action, the prob- 
lem of securing a supply of pure, 
wholesome milk, the state will take 
action. The farmers will certainly 
squirm under the control and the con- 
sumer, unlucky creature, will pay

ing intensity, and in Great Britain the 
National Clean Milk Society seems at 
last to have got the state to move 
Ireland, as our contributor remarks, 
is excluded. We do not know to what 
this exclusion is due, whether the 
State thinks too many Irish children 
are born and grow up for the peace of 
the world and that the quality of milk 
as at present supplied in Irish towns 
is an excellent method of limiting the 
growth of the population. We admit 
that, judged solely by the facts, there 
does not seem to be much sentiment 
on the matter in Ireland. Professor 
Houston’s exposure of the quality of 
milk supplied in the city of Dublin 
left the city cold. Even his diabolical 
and ingenious devices to illustrate 
what goes on in the stomach of an in- 
fant which has drank milk with pu- 
trefactive germs in it created no 
sensation. Though the tubes with 
samples of this kind of milk generat- 
ed gases sufficiently forceful to blow 
the corks out and to inflate little rub- 
ber balloons tied over the tubes, there 
was no disturbance. No mob surged 
round the milk vendors, wrecking 
their premises. Professor Houston 
was not seized by either people or au- 
thorities and his throat squeezed until 
he gave the names of the dealers in 
infanticides. Still, we _ believe, in 
spite of appearances, that a large 
number of people do want pure milk 
and are prepared to pay for it. 

In New York the city authorities 
graded the milk according to quality 
in three grades, the lowest kind of 
which was undrinkable. And _ the ef- 
fect of this was to raise, in a couple 
of years, the standard of milk so _ that 
while, when the grading system was 
first enforced, about forty per cent of 
the milk was graded in Class C as un- 
fit for human consumption, in a year 
or two the percentage of milk in the 
lowest grade was negligible. Farm- 
ers and milk vendors who had _ been 
careless soon found that it paid to be 
careful, and we notice that in Grear 
Britian the Ministry of Food is _per- 
mitting better prices for milk of hy- 
gienic quality and the grading system 
is coming into operation. We antict- 
pate that everybody will want to get 
the best milk and that this will lead 
to a rapid improvement in the quality 
all round and to care in the handling. 

These regulations do not extend to 
Ireland, though the need for pure 
milk is just as great, but we think 
that it is inevitable that conditions 
in Ireland will be equalized. Mean 
while, we believe that the farmers or 
milk vendors who will take steps to 
produce and sell milk in glass bottles 
guaranteed to be of Grade A—that is, 
milk where the bacterial count shau 
not exceed 10,000 per cubic centime- 
tre at the time of delivery—would 
find the provision of such milk 4

profitable pusiness and that the pub- 
lic, or a very large body of consum- 
ers, would gladly pay the higher price 
necessitated by the extra care re- 
quired in handling on the farm, in 
transit and in retailing. Investigation 
has shown that contamination of milk 
takes place roughly as follows: about 
40 per cent on the farm, about 20 per 
ent on the railways, about 20 per 
cent in the dealers’ hands, and about 
20 per cent in the consumers‘ houses. 
The commonest causes of contamina- 
tion on the farm are dirt falling into 
the pail during milking, the use of 
unsterilized milk pails, the straining 
of milk through a common strainer, 
the use of unsterilized coolers and 
churns, and the admixture of fresh 
with stale milk. In the towns the 
milk is exposed too much and _ there 
also dirty cans and churns are used. 

Now it should not really be a great 
expense either to farmer or retailer 
to amend these matters, and an extra 
price, we believe, would be readily 
paid for milk of Grade A, delivered in 
sealed bottles, which would cover the 
extra cost of precautions and_ still 
make it more profitable to retail pure 
milk than impure. To fix a flat rate 
for milk without regard to quality is 
to insure that milk will universally 
be of poor quality. Why should any- 
body aim at producing a clean, whole- 
some milk if his careless neighbor gets 
exactly the same price? In almost 
every other article sold prices are 
differentiated by quality. It is so in 
our clothes, hats, boots, bacon, meat, 
whiskey, wine, tobacco, in our houses, 
our railway carriages, but milk seems 
to be simply milk, though one tumbler 
may be lifegiving, and another tum- 
bler may be death-dealing to the child 
that drinks it. The ordinary man 
would refuse to drink a glass of water 
which seemed to him to be cloudy or 
filled with particles of dust. He has 
enough common sense to set it aside 
because he knows that drinking dirty 
water may give him typhoid. He swal- 
lows without reflection and allows his 
family to swallow milk containing as 
many germs ag an ordinary glass of 
sewage simply because milk is not 
transparent, and what the eye does 
not see the imagination does not take 
into account. 

Simply as a business proposition, 
without any sentimental appeal to the 
milk producers not to kill children, 
we believe that at the present time 
there are enough thousands of people 
in Dublin, Belfast and Cork ready to 
pay for milk of Grade A a price which 
would remunerate those who supply 
it, and we think that the supply could 
be organized through the co-operative 
dairy societies. Already in Ulster a 
sroup of Ulster creameries are tacki- 
ing this problem, and we think the I. 
A. 0. S. might try to organize on busi- 
hess lines a supply of milk of Grade 
A, pasteurized and sold in bottles. It 
is inevitable, as we say, that the grad- 
ing of milk, now widespread in Amer- 
ican cities, just beginning in Great 
Britain, will be extended to Ireland, 
and the group of producers and mils 
vendors who can at once supply the 
higher grade will get a practical mo- 
hopoly of the best paying trade for a 
year at least, until the other vendors 
can grade up, and it will be strange 
if they cannot keep their monopoly 
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and make themselves the permanent 
channel through which farmers  pro- 
ducing whole milk for consumption 
must vend their milk. 

Various suggestions have’ been 
made as to how this should be done; 
some think the producers should or- 
ganize and sell their milk directly 
through their own agencies; others 
think the consumers should be _ co- 
operatively organized and impose con- 
ditions on farmers supplying milk. We 
think it would be easier for farmers 
to impose conditions upon themselves 
and regulate their own methods of 
production, and we suggest that the 
I. A. O. S. should try to evolve plans 
for co-operative supply of milk in 
consultations with experienced cream- 
ery Managers. 

We are of opinion that the future 
of our butter and cheese industries is 
precarious, and that dairy farmers 
ought to be prepared to specialize in 
the sale of whole milk, on buttermak- 
ing, cheesemaking, or condensed milk 
production, whichever seems best. 
One thing, however,is almost certain; 
there will always be a demand for 
whole milk which it is unlikely will 
ever be imported from the colonies or 
America, while cheese and butter will 
be, and margarine will eat its way into 
the butter industry more and more. 
There is a natural protection for the 
producer of whole milk, and the farm- 
ers ought to organize to gain control 
over it. It is one of the things which 
might well be discussed at the annual 
general meeting of co-operative  so- 
cieties and at district confer- 
ences of dairy societies. “The zeal- 
ots of the sect of regulation” have 
their eye on this industry, and it is 
better for farmers to arrange well 
their business than to have it ar- 
ranged by a bureaucracy which might 
very well be tyrannical, and will cer- 
tainlv be vexatious.—The Irish Home- 
stead.

grains from corn are high in protein, 
low in carbohydrates and high in fat. 
The large amount of fat left in them 
causes them to run high in total di- 
gestible nutrients. The starch is so 
much more completely separated out 
in the process of distilling that the 
protein runs higher than in gluten feed 
and the fiber is also somewhat higher. 
A thorough fundamental understand- 
ing of every feed can be had if we stop 
to think of the analysis and makeup 
of the original cereal with which we 
start and then think out what part is 
taken out in the manufacturing pro- 
cess and what parts are left in the 
by-products, 

A New By-Product From Corn 

Maltose syrup or sugar is bejng man- 
ufactured from corn. As I understand 
the process, although I have not visit- 
ed a factory as yet, the germs will all 
be left in this case and nothing but 
starch taken from the corn kernel. If 
this is the correct understanding then 
the by-product from maltose manufac- 
ture will closely resemble distillers’ 
grains from corn. I have seen a sample 
of this by-product and it resembles dis- 
tillers’ grains quite closely. 

Distillers’ grains had one quality 
which gluten lacks; namely, a fine 
mechanical bulky condition. This new 
corn maltose by-product has that good 
quality of bulkiness. Gluten manu 
facturers might well try to turn out 
gluten feed in this bulky condition. 

This completes the discussion of the 
feeds derived from the corn plant. 
It is the greatest plant friend of the 
dairy farmer and I hope this de- 
scription may help others to under- 
stand just a little better some of the 
products we get from corn.

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INCREASING DEMAND FOR BUT- 
TER IN JAPAN 


Although the Japanese consume 
small quantities of dairy products as 
compared with the consumption in 
western countries, yet the total im- 
ports of butter in normal times are 
considerable. Heretofore the dairy in- 
dustry has been relatively unimpor- 
tant both as regards the number of 
milch cows and the amount of product 
used. In 1917 there were only 45,739 
head and the average production was 
353 gallons per milch cow over Z 
years old. The industry is being de- 
veloped, however, because of the diffi- 
culties encountered in obtaining dairy 
supplies during the war. The average 
yearly yield of dairy cows in the Unit- 
ed States in 1917, was estimated at 
570 gallons and at 588 gallons in 191s. 
These estimates are applicable to 80 
per cent of all dairy cows in this 
country. 

Previous to 1914, Australia furnish- 
ed considerably more than half of the 
natural butter imported by Japan, 
while the dairy countries of Europe 
(France, Netherlands, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Germany, and Denmark) suppli- 
ed practically all of:the artificial but- 
ter as well as large quantities of na- 
tural butter. Besides these countries 
only Siberia regularly furnished any 
considerable amounts, leading the 
Netherlands in the amount of natural 
butter sent to Japan in 1915 and 1916. 

With the outbreak of the war the 
imports of butter by Japan fell off 
and in 1918 amounted to less than 3 
per cent of the pre-war purchases. In 
1917, the latest year for which detail- 
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ed statistics are available, Australia 
still held the leading position in this 
trade, followed by the Netherlands. 
The amount of butter exported to 
Japan by the United States either be- 
fore or after the outbreak of the war, 
as compared with the exports to other 
countries indicates that the trade with 
Japan so far is relatively small. The 
demand for butter in Japan has been 
increasing and in 1918 it retailed for 
as high as $0.80 per pound. At present 
the retail price is reported to be $0.66 
per pound. The import duty on natural 
butter is $.10109 per pound and on ar- 
tifiicial butter $0.11008 per pound.—U. 
S. Dept. Agriculture.

WORK IN ILLINOIS 


The Jacksonville-Springfield Cow 
Testing Association in the state of 
Illinois is one of the most active 
associations of the kind in the state. 
During the month of April 506 cows 
were tested, of which 78 produced 40 
lbs. or more butterfat. Following is 
a report for the month of April of Lou 
R. Hengerdon, tester for the associa- 
tion. 

“During the month of April there 
were 506 cows tested, which is an in- 
crease of more than 60 head over 
last month. Out of the 506 tested 
there were 78 cows that made 40 
pounds or better of butter fat. Six- 
ten of the 78 made better than 50 
pounds of fat.

WATCH YOUR MILKING M 

. TUBES ACHINE 

Success in keeping the milki 
chine clean does not Perey Be 
a lot of extra labor. In fact man 
farmers who complain about the both.

: y machines are spending 
more time than they need to in order 
to properly clean their machines. 
; The steps in the process are like the 
links in a chain. In order to have a 
strong chain, every link should be 
equally strong and there is nothing 
gained in forging a few very heavy 
links if there are one or two weak 
links in the chain. The weak link of 
the milking machine chain is some. 
times in the placing of the rubber 
tubes and teat cups in the sterilizing 
solution. They should be so placed in 
the jar or crock used that no air will 
be trapped in the tubes in which the 
milk flows. 
Use Large Container 

The solution which is to prevent the 
growth of bacteria should touch all 
the inside walls of the milk tubes and 
connections. To be sure that this takes 
place, a large crock is necessary (20 
gallons at least and better 30 gallons 
for three sets of tubes.) When letting 
the tubes down into the solution DO 
NOT lap or double them up but hold 
by one end, keep straight, and let them 
down into the solution slowly. A very 
safe way to make sure that all air is 
excluded is to remove the screw cap 
at the end of the claw (in cases where 
this cap is without an air opening.) In 
this way one can be positive that the 
sterilizing solution is reaching the 
small passages and turns in the claw 
connections.—Farm Bureau News.

ee you just as I feel about 

situation without fear or favor,and 
4 1 “O. K.” all that anybody may 
whi te approval of the accomplish- 
oy ts of the dairymen, the Holstein 
ae dividually and collectively, yet 
back with the proposition that 
ou should educate them as to what is 
y t to be done. We stand, I think, at 
ihe threshold of a new era. I do not 
believe we can forget the level of the 
dairyman regardless of what his creed 
or his preed, if we are justified in pin- 
ning our faith to the Holstein cow. As 
| regard that cow she is going to be 
pig enough to displace or absorb in 
time to come the entire dairy world. 
If she is we have got to give some ac- 
count as to what the dairy world sig- 
nifies. I do not believe it is consistent 
for you to take a bull calf from a 
high priced cow and put that calf, a 
five hundred dollar calf, into the dairy 
or barn through the medium of the 
advertisement of a man who has no 
more regard for the dairy interest than 
to disrespect the question of tubercu- 
losis; who goes on keeping an un- 
yentilated unlighted barn; who does 
not believe in feeding a balanced ra- 
tion. I believe that the Holstein Asso- 
ciation is big enough and intelligent 
enough to act as sort of guardian for 
the dairy breed, and sort of educate 
the other poor fellows who are in the 
mud up to their level, so when you 
have that kind of a bull in that kind of 
a barn, you will not pass the proposi- 
tion of having him not diseased and 
have him come back to the seller and 
have an injury done to the breed. I 
believe, gentlemen, that the industry 
as they tell me today represents our 
milk output, 75 per cent of it comes 
from cows that carry, the major por- 
tion of them, Holstein blood. If that 
is true, then we are very rapidly ab- 
sorbing the rest of the dairy world. 
Some of you pioneers who sit out here

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ACCREDITED HERD PLAN 


The following descri 
credited Herd Plan, = +. ae 
Moore, Dean of the New York pat 
College of Veterinary Medicine ne 
Cornell University, is such a cl a 
and concise exposition of the plan that 
we are taking the liberty of reprint 
ing it in full, even at the risk of re- 
peating ourselves and telling our soak 
ers something that we have told them 
meng Dig a Something that doubtless 
most o em are fai 
ey rly well familiar 

“The accredited herd plan 
control of tuberculosis eae ane 
tablishing tuberculosis free herds as 
determined by the tuberculin test At 
its inception it was applied to pure 
breds only, that is, herds of dairy cat- 
tle in which there was at least one 
registered pure bred animal. The Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry, however, has 
changed this, so that it is possible now 
for owners of high class grades of 
dairy cattle to benefit by it. The re- 
quirements necessary to avail oneself 
of the privileges of this plan were for- 
mulated by a committee consisting of 
representatives from the United States 
Live Stock Sanitary Association, late 
in 1917, and those of the Pure Bred 
Cattle Breeders’ Association. 

These regulations are as follows: 

A tuberculosis free accredited pure 
bred herd is one which has been tuber- 
culin tested by the subcutaneous 
method, or any other test approved 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry, or 
a regularly employed veterinary in- 
spector of the State in which co-opera- 
tive tuberculosis eradication work is 
being conducted jointly by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
the State. Further, it shall be a hera 
in which no animal affected with tu- 
berculosis has been found upon two 
annual or three semi-annual tubercu- 
lin tests, as above described, and by 
physical examination. 

The entire herd, or any cattle in the 
herd, shall be tuberculin tested or re- 
tested at such time as is considered 
necessary by the Federal and State 
authorities. : 

No cattle shall be presented for the 
tuberculin test which have been inject- 
ed with tuberculin within 60 days im- 
mediately preceding or which have at 
any time reacted to a tuberculin test. 

No herd shall be classed as an ac- 
credited herd in which tuberculosis 
has been found by the application of 
the test, as referred to in paragraph 1, 
until such herd has been successfully 
subjected to two consecutive tests 
with tuberculin applied at intervals of 
not less than six months, the first in- 
terval dating from the time of removal 
of the tuberculous animal from the 
herd. 

Prior to each tuberculin test satis- 
factory evidence of the identity of the 
registered animals shall be presented 
to the inspector. Any grade cattle 
maintained in the herd or associatea 
with animals of the herd, shall be 
identified by a tag or other marking 
satisfactory to the State and Federal 
officials. 

All removals of registered cattle 
from the herd either by sale, death or 
slauchter, shall be reported promptly 
to the said State or Federal officials, 
giving the identification of the animal, 
and, if sold, the name and address of 
the person to whom transferred. If the

“ Seer accredited herd, the 
ent shall be made only in prop- 
eaned and disinfected cars. Nou 
ey shall be allowed to associate 
with the herd which have not passed 
in test approved by the

f ed by heating to not less than 
150 degrees F. for not less than 20 
at reasonable sanitary measures 
and other recommendations by the 
State and Federal authorities for the 
control of tuberculosis shall be compli- 
+n from an accredited herd may 
be shipped inter-State by certificate 
obtained from the office of the State 
ve stock sanitary officials of the 
State in which the herd is located or 
from the office of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, without further tubercu- 
in test for a period of one year, sub- 

to the rules and regulations of the 
State of destination. 

Strict compliance with these 
methods and rules shall entitle the 
owners of tuberculosis-free herds to a 
certificate, “Tuberculosis-Free Accre- 
dited Herd,” to be issued by the Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry and the State 
live stock sanitary authority, said cer- 
tificate shall be good for one year 
from date of test unless revoked at an 
earlier date. 

Failure on the’ part of owners to 
comply with the letter or spirit of 
these methods and rules shall be con- 
sidered sufficient cause for immediate 
cancellation of co-eperation with them 
by the State and Federal officials.

Torrance County, N. Mex. has organ- 
ized a Holstein Calf Club under the 
leadership of C. H. Bennett, of 
Estancia, N. Mex. Sometime in May 
J. G. Hamilton, county agent for that 
county, made a trip to Wisconsin and 
purchased a ccarload of Holstein 
calves, consisting of 35 splendid young 
specimens of the breed. Mr. Bennett, 
it is said, had placed no less than 55 
calves with the various boys and girls 
throughout the country, but owing to 
the great demand for Holsteins in Wis- 
consin Mr. Hamilton was unable to 
secure more than 35 of the type de- 
sired. 

The members of the calf club are be- 
ing financed partly by Successful 
Farming of Des Moines, Ia., and partly 
by the Farmers and Stockman’s Bank 
of Estancia.

who got that amount of oleo to distr 
bute to the man who put on the kh: ki 
originally took it from the farmer ch 

barnyard of the man who ordinarin 
has butter to sell. That is a fact. And 
yet they advertise to the world that 
they are making only a small amount 
of money on the beef that they sell 
on the products that they got and dis. 
posed of over the block, but let me 
tell you that they do not advise you 
what they make on the by-products of 
the animal that they take from your 
farm. Therein comes the millions upon 
millions and tens and hundred mil. 
lions through the instrumentality of 
the packer in the sale of oleo and 
other by-products, and fertilizer, that 
originally came from your farm and 
part of it is shipped back mixed with 
sand, and you pay for it to get it back 
again. (Applause and laughter.) I be. 
lieve that the reasonable profits that 
come from the flow of the cow and 
the husbandry of dairying should be- 
long to the dairyman. We find a report 
recently coming from the City of New 
York that 20 per cent under survey of 
the sickly children in the City of New 
York were suffering from malnutri- 
tion; that in some places there were 
80 per cent of these children, and on 


the whole there were 60 per cent of 


them on the border line. What does 
that signify? Why, out here through 
this broad land all through the country 
are dairymen striving day in and day 
out, suffering and sacrificing from 
shortage of labor, and lack of profit, 
and unable to deliver the milk to the 
doors of these suffering children at 
our next door here in New York and 
Philadelphia. You do not control the 
product after it leaves the cow, it gets 
into the hands of middlemen or specu- 
lators, sometimes yes and sometimes 
no, but there has been absolutely no 
contact between the producer and the 
consumer. If there is one gospel that 
I want to preach, if there is one belief 
that is foremost in my mind, it is the 
gospel of publicity and practical adver- 
tising. Advertising is a great deal like 
liming soils. Unless you put a good 
lime on the soil to correct the acid 
your labor and your money is practi- 
cally lost. It is about the same with 
advertising. Unless you do advertising 
enough to put it over the top the 
money that you have spent is only re- 
sponded to with discouragement; they 
do not know what you could. So that 
you cannot advertise and get some- 
thing for nothing. We have got to 
have the money. The greatest unit in 
the dairy world today is the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, I believe that 
publicity is your one and last and eter- 
nal gospel. You have got to preach it. 
and you have got to teach it, and you 
have got to make other people think it. 
Why? Because you work both hands 
when you talk publicity. You have 
got to get the organization to get the 
money from the dairyman, you have 
got to get money for that advertising 
and hand it over to educate the con- 
sumer. Now, there is too little milk 
being used, consumed, by the children 
in the homes as a basis, as 4 na 
food. Why, isit hard to buy cheese any 
more, the by-products. Here we have 
“booze” going out of business at the 
back door. Loads and loads of milk 
and its by-products. They ought to be 
coming in the front door at that time. 
Publicity! The greatest trouble I find, 
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e, at least, in the dairy world, 
policy of the men engaged in the 
isthe to fool themselves. I never

They get to- 
peli faery ‘acre out the cost of 
their product, they figure out the cost 
of marketing it; they do not let it 
dip through their fingers and get in 
the hands of speculators; they figure 
ut depreciation, wear and tear and 
the cost of advertising, with an allow- 
ance for insurance, and that in the 
iairy business we have never done. 
We have “kidded” ourselves into the 
helief that we could go along working 
aternally and dispose of our. product 
in some manner that somebody indi- 
cates for us, and then reach success, 
and so I find, while you Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeders are superior, I find that 
you are superior only with the Hol- 
stein cow, and not her product. The 
milk from your cow has not moved in 
consonance with the animals that your 
cow produces, or with the progress of 
the Association in general, and sooner 
or later you are going to come to a 
point where production of the cow in 
milk and butter is going to determine 
to a greater degree. than 
it does now the value and standard 
of the animal. In that way we can help 
our brother. I think the time has come 
when the Holstein-Friesian Association 
has expanded to such a degree that 
we can forget almost that we have 
competitors. I think there is not any 
one of the other organizations that is 
not losing ground every minute, and 
the more that they lose the more we 
gain. We ought not to “kid” ourselves 
that we are making money, not falling 
down, which we absolutely are, on 
the question of the milk. What we 
want to do is to get instilled into the 
minds of dairymen that they must or- 
ganize and get this money. If we have 
twenty-two million cows in this coun- 
try twenty-five cents a cow, just the 
paltry sum of twenty-five cents a cow, 
would give you over five millions of 
dollars for advertisting. That is what 
we need. I have been asked to say 
something on the question of publicity, 
and I haven’t the nerve to go on in 
this heat and take up your time. I am 
going to continue something on the 
subject of publicity this evening, and 
itl am not right I want you to tell me 
80. (Great applause.)
